Former U.S. Marine Kirstie Ennis is facing her biggest 

challenge yet— and she’s doing so with the steady support of a 
famous fan: Prince Harry. After suffering an infection that 
resulted in a second, above-the-knee amputation in December, 
the veterans’ advocate is learning to walk again using the new 
prosthesis she was fitted for in February. “When I saw myself 
stand for the first time, I couldn’t help but cry,” says Ennis, 25, 
who has had some 39 surgeries since a 2012 helicopter crash in 
Afghanistan. In November Ennis completed a 1,000-mile trek 
organized by Walking with the Wounded, one of Harry’s key 
causes, and the two shared an emotional moment at the finish. 
An Afghanistan vet himself, Harry, 31, “is caring about my 
situation and is compassionate about everybody,” says Ennis, 
who is training to compete in the prince’s Invictus Games for 
wounded warriors this May in Orlando. “I’m just feeling it out 
now,” she says. “I’m a little off balance because of my leg.

NEW FILMS EXAMINE THE CASE OF A TV REPORTER WHO SHOT HERSELF ON AIR 


C hristine Chubbuck gave no hint 
other intentions as she took her 
seat behind the WXLT-TV news 
desk in Sarasota, Fla., on July 15, 
1974. Looking steadily into the 
camera, the morning-show news 
host spoke clearly and calmly: 
“In keeping with Channel 40’s policy of 
bringing you the latest in blood and guts 
and in living color, we bring you another 
first ... an attempted suicide.” 

With that, Chubbuck, 29, pulled a 
.38-cal. revolver from under the anchor 
desk, pointed it at the back of her head 
and pulled the trigger. As she fell for- 
ward, the technical director scrambled 
to fade the broadcast to black. “It was 
just a shock to everybody,” says Chub- 
buck’s friend Pauline Lunin. 

Now, more than four decades later, 
Chubbuck’s death continues to shock. 
Why a promising young journalist 
would end her life in such a gruesome 
and public way is being explored in two

films that debuted at the Sundance 
Film Festival last month: Christine 
delves into the up-and-coming report- 
er’s final days, and Kate Plays Christine 
is a pseudo documentary on Chub- 
buck’s life. “Mental illness and vio- 
lence in the media were issues at play in 
Christine’s story,” says Christine writer 
and producer Craig Shilowich. “We’re 
no closer to resolving these issues.” 


But Chubbuck’s brother Greg says 
he won’t be watching either film. “I 
adored my sister,” he says. “A public 
suicide is not a source of joy for a family. 
It is a pain that doesn’t go away.” Greg 
says his sister had long struggled with 
what he now believes was bipolar dis- 
order. “She never felt like she was good 
enough,” he recalls. “We adored my sis- 
ter. I don’t know what she needed . . . but 
we couldn’t provide it.” 

Nor could what appeared to be ablos- 
soming career as a newscaster. “She 
could handle an interview magnificent- 
ly,” says former colleague Linford Rick- 
ard. Coworkers found her handwritten 
script for her suicide on the news desk 
that morning, and nearby was a letter 
mentioning the party she had thrown 
three days before she died. “That was 
her chance to say goodbye to everyone,” 
says former WXLT-TV reporter Craig 
Sager. “But of course we didn’t realize 
it at the time.” -Christine pelisek

Minutes later Billie bounds back 
onto the sofa without a glance in 
her master's direction. “ Well done , 
Billie. Well done,” Reynolds says 
with his trademark smirk. 

It's not the only lapse in deco- 
rum the star is willing to accept. 
His home, outside a historic 


village a few hours north of New 
York City, is a 200-year-old colo- 
nial, painstakingly renovated by 
Reynolds, 39, and his design-lov- 
ing wife, actress Blake Lively, 

28. The rooms are low-ceilinged 
and cozy, all exposed beams 
and old stone. Outside, a pair of 
Adirondack chairs sit overlooking 
a pond; inside, a fireplace roars 
while a television above it plays 
a black-and-white movie. It's 
sacrilege, apparently, to put a 
TV above a fireplace, but there 
you have it,” Reynolds says with a 
shrug. Evidence of his wife's taste 
in design (until recently Lively 
ran a website. Preserve, devoted 
to her rustic yet sophisticated aes- 
thetic) abounds, as do signs of the 
quiet, domestic life they've creat- 
ed together. There's a playpen in 
one corner, a kitchen area devoted 
to baking (dubbed the “Blakery” 
by his wife's pals) in another. “By 
9:30p.m. out here, our night is 
over,” Reynolds explains of their 


rural routine. “I love that.” As for 
entertainment, look no further 
than the adorable blonde toddler 
who arrives in the kitchen, caus- 
ing her dad to light up. 

“Shrimpie! Shrimpie!” Reynolds 
calls to his daughter James, 15 
months, who waves happily from 
the arms of an assistant filling 
in for a few hours of child care. 
Named after Reynolds's father, 
who died in October after a lengthy 
battle against Parkinson's disease, 
James is just one reason Reynolds, 
a former Sexiest Man Alive, can 
now add “Happiest” to his list of 
superlatives. On Feb. 12 he'll hit 
theaters in Deadpool, a superhero 
film that was his longtime passion 
project. The darkly comic charac- 
ter is practically tailor-made for 
him: sardonic, quick-witted and 
Canadian. (Reynolds grew up in 
Vancouver.) Settling in with Billie 
by his side, he talked to People 
about what he's learned about love, 
loss and living with (lots of) girls. 




Fatherhood is both extraordinary and ordinary. 

Having a baby is a strange kind of paradox; it’s 
one of the most common things in the world, 
but for every person it’s a unique experience. 
I understand now why some people talk about 
their kids like they’re the only ones on plan- 
et Earth who have ever had sex and then nine 
months later had a child enter their lives. There 
is a weird relief you feel when you stop being 
the center of your own universe. I think every- 
body feels that way, not just people who work in 
professions that are incredibly narcissistic like 
mine. My brother experienced the same thing, 
and he’s a cop whose job is focused on others. 


Being surrounded by women isn’t too bad either. 

Having a daughter was a dream come true for 
me— I would have made a terrible king. I really 
wanted a little girl. I would love to have a little 
boy at some point, but I would not be an 
unhappy man if I had a six-person soc- 
cer team of girls. I’m just fine being 
surrounded by estrogen. I grew up 
in a house full of testosterone: I’m 
the youngest of four boys, and my

dad was a cop, and that’s intense. For whatev- 
er reason, I always got along great with girls. I 
don’t have to prepare to be wrapped around my 
daughter’s finger— it has happened. I have been 
wrapped around her little finger since the day 
she plopped out into this world. My wife is the 
youngest of five; we’d love to have a large family. 
But you can’t cross that bridge until you get to it. 

You don’t start out a parenting pro. 

When our baby was born, I did not just show up 
and nail this thing from day one. In the begin- 
ning there were a couple of diaper situations 
that were so bad I thought we were going to 
have to move. To a different town. What I will 
say for my wife and me as parents, though, is 
that we’re very present. Our baby comes with 
us everywhere, and we don’t work at the same 
time. My father recently passed away, so I won’t 
get to see him with my daughter as she grows up, 
but he was never super-hands-on with the kids. 
My mom was. But luckily both my wife and I 
have that nurturing mind-set. And it’s been nice 
to have our moms help us out. Early on I saw my 
mom handle the baby, and my heart jumped into 
my throat because she was just handling her 
like a piece of meat! Then I realized, “Oh, this 
is a person who knows her way around a naked 
eight-pounder and is not slightly terrified.” 


Nothing prepares you to lose a parent. 

My dad dying affected me more than I’d have 
guessed. I think we’re programmed from a 
young age to anticipate losing our parents, but 
nothing prepares us to actually say goodbye. My 
dad left a lot of unanswered questions. Unless 
I can find a very upscale Ouija board, I have to 
accept there’ll be no answers. Our relationship 
never really mirrored the father- son dynamic 



“I’ve never known a character like I know 
this one,” says Reynolds of playing Deadpool, 
a.k.a. Wade Wilson, a.k.a. the “Merc with a Mouth,” 
for the vigilante superhero’s tendency to quip his 
way through killing sprees. “There’s something 
lovely about playing a guy who is just anarchy in 
a red suit.” As for spending much of the film acting 
behind a mask, Reynolds welcomed the challenge: 
“There’s a lot you can still convey. The expressions 
are bigger, but they’re still under there.”

I envied watching ’80s sitcoms, but in the end 
it found its own version of closure and peace. 


Lots of things are more important than work. 

I’m pushing 40— and I’ve worked a lot. I’ve been 
doing this for 26 years; I’ve traveled all over the 
world, to a lot of very exotic places. Now I’m fine 
making sure our family stays together and say- 
ing no in order for that to happen. When I’m 
95, I’m not going to look back and think, “Oh, 
I should have done one more movie in east 
Morocco.” However, when I am 95, 1 hope I’ll 
still be working in some capacity, even if it’s just 
playing the lunatic neighbor in some off-off - 
Broadway production of The Apartment. 


It’s okay not to share your wife’s obsessions. 

I have such a respect for those who have a true 
architectural-design talent, and my wife has 
that superpower. For me, however, to do that 
sort of thing is like entering the seventh circle 
of hell. I will give a home-renovation project 
110 percent if it has anything to do with my own 
survival; it’s my own home, I will do everything 
possible to fix something. But in terms of doing

general,” says Reynolds, who has shown glimpses of 
daughter James on Instagram. “It all goes so quickly.” 


it for any kind of joy, I would sooner drill a hole 
into the top of my head and pour molten alumi- 
num into it, because it is so infuriating to me.

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After nearly a year in prison for fraud, 
Teresa Giudice opens up about what life 
was like away from her 4 daughters— 
and how her husband is preparing for jajk’

t’s barely 9 a.m, but 

Joe and Teresa Giudice's 
Towaco, NJ , mansion 
is crowded with an 
entourage that is normal 
only for troubled reality stars. 
There are the photographers and 
publicists gathered for Teresa's 
first photo shoot since doing time 
for mail, wire and bankruptcy 
fraud, and there are Joe's bud- 
dies , who are taking him on a trip 
to Atlantic City later in the day. 
The men are ready to party ; 
drinking a batch of the home- 
made chardonnay that Joe 
makes himself eating blueberry 
bagels and making a racket. Just 
down the hall, his wife, under 
house arrest and wearing an 
ankle bracelet, is getting her hair 
and makeup done. ‘Joe, close the 
front door so the dogs don't get 
out, please!" she yells from her 
chair. On cue, the family's Ger- 
man shepherd puppy and hot- 
pink-dyed Maltipoo bound down 
the stairs and try to escape. But 
Joe beats them to the exit, thanks 
to his wife's warning. “When 
she's here, she is constantly call- 
ing my name," he says, smiling. 
“It's always Joe this and Joe that. 
I missed everything about her 
when she was gone. It's just so 
good to have her back." 

It's been a little more than a 
month since she walked out of 
Connecticut's Danbury Federal 
Correctional Institution after 
nearly a year inside, and the Real 
Housewives of New Jersey s tar, 
43, has wasted no time getting 
back to her chaotic routine. 

“It's been a whirlwind since 
I've been home," she says as her 
youngest daughter, Audriana, 
zooms past her on a hot-pink 
hoverboard. Between filming for 
Housewives from the “moment 
I walked through the door" and 
promoting her prison memoir 
Turning the Tables: From 
Housewife to Inmate and Back 
Again, written with People staff 
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writer K.C. Baker ; “it’s been nonstop/’ she says. 

While she waited for the term of her house 
arrest to end on Feb. 5, Teresa was content spend- 
ing her time with those she loves most. “The first 
night I got home, Joe and I and our daughters 
[ Gia , 15, Gabriella, 11, Milania, 10, andAudriana, 
6] all slept together,” she says. “It was the best feel- 
ing ever, hut my husband and I had to sneak into 
another room in the middle of the night.” 

The Giudices know their time together is short; 
in March, Joe, 45, will begin serving his own 
41-month prison sentence, after which he may 
he deported to Italy. “I’m looking at it like a reha- 
bilitation for me,” says Joe. “ The whole year 
Teresa was gone I drank a couple bottles of wine 
at night, every day, just to go to bed.” 

For her part Teresa is preparing to care for 
their four children alone and cherishing romantic 
moments with her husband. With her ankle 
bracelet off in time for Valentine’s Day, “I would 
love to take a Jacuzzi hath with my honey and 
just stay home.” The reality star spoke with Peo- 
ple about how she coped in prison— and her big 
dreams for the future. 


Danbury is the prison that inspired Orange Is the 
New Black. Did you know what to expect going in? 

No, I never watched it. I didn’t want to know 
anything. I didn’t Google it. The only thing I 
cared about was whether they had hair color. 

But I was like, "I’ll figure it out when I get there.” 
Was prison different than you thought? 

I thought I was going to be in a cell with a toilet, 
but it was nothing like that. It kind of reminded 
me of college, with bunk beds— even though the 
beds were stained with urine and blood. There 
is no privacy. The drama in there is crazy. If 
something happened, the whole camp knew. But 
ultimately, I felt lucky. I was never handcuffed, 
and I wasn’t behind bars. 

How did you feel when you were first sentenced? 

I felt like I was dying until the day I went in 
[Jan. 5, 2015]. I’m like, " I have three months to 
build amazing memories with my daughters.” It 
tore my heart out, but I had no choice. I had to go. 
How did you prepare your daughters? 

I had told them, "Mommy has to go to work to 
write a book about prison, so she’s going to have 
to live there.” But they didn’t know when I was 
leaving. I think ultimately they knew what was 
going on. I was going to stay at home as long as

possible, get them off to school, but I realized 
there would be paparazzi during the day, and I 
didn’t want them to be all upset going to school, 
so I left in the middle of the night. 

How did they react when it was time to go? 

We were all crying. I couldn’t believe I was 
leaving my daughters. I had never left them. 
And the baby, Audriana, was so little. She was 
only 5. 1 didn’t want her to forget me. It was the 
hardest thing I ever had to do in my entire life. 
It was heart-wrenching. 

In your book you describe having to do the 
strip search, squat and cough when you arrived. 
What was that first day like? 

I was in a fog. I didn’t cry until it turned out I 
couldn’t call my family. You have to wait until 
your money [for calls] hits. But I tried to stay 
in the mind frame of "I’m gonna do what I 
have to do, get it done and then come home.” 

You describe your room as the "Boom Boom 
Room” because your roommates had so much sex. 
One night I looked over and I saw the girls in 
bed together. What’s the saying? There was no 
shame in their game! They were hanging out, 
and then when the lights went out, they got busy. 
There were two couples in my room. 

Did you complain? 

I’m pretty laid-back, pretty cool, and if that’s 
what you want to do to make your time go by, 
then I’m not going to mess that up for you, but 
I don’t need to watch. They didn’t make it a 
secret, so I just put a blanket over my head. But 
when another girl arrived in our room, it all 
stopped because she wasn’t having it. 

Were you allowed conjugal visits? 

Yeah, no. I think that’d be kind of weird too. 

Just not the right setting, you know? 

What was the most surprising thing about prison? 
The women are so creative. They use maxi pads 
for everything: shower shoes, makeup remover, 
cleaning the floors. They’re amazing. 

You describe vicious fights over the TV remotes. 
Were you ever scared you’d be attacked in prison? 
No, I’m pretty strong. I think I could handle myself. 
The guards had a raid after thinking you had 
a cell phone, and women had their contraband 
taken away. Were you afraid of retribution? 

They got mad at me, but it’s not like I was trying 
to get anybody in trouble. I didn’t even have a 
phone. I couldn’t get away with half the things 
everyone else did because of who I am. I didn’t 
even try to. So they knew. They all said they 
respected me, that I did my time with dignity. 
What was regular day-to-day life like? 

Every morning I would wake up like, "I can’t 
believe I’m here.” That first month I ran out of 
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“I was constantly in contact 
with Joe and my daughters,” she 
says. “I kept all the e-mails. 
When they get older, I want them 
to read what they sent me.” 



Planning for

phone time early, and they wouldn’t even make 
an exception so I could call my daughter Milania 
on her 9th birthday. I’ve never been away from 
my kids before. Fve never missed any of their 
birthdays. I was totally devastated. So I tried to 
stay busy. I lived on e-mail. And I would work 
out three times a day. That was my thing. 

How did you exercise in prison? 

In the wintertime I would go to the gym, and in 
the spring and summer I was constantly on the 
track walking or running. I also did exercise tapes 
like Jillian Michaels and Bob Harper, but yoga 
changed my life! It got me through this whole 
ordeal, and I can’t live without it now. I already 
signed up to get certified as a teacher. The yoga 
changed my body. I was bigger. Now I’m leaner 
and more toned. I think I only lost 8 lbs., because 
it’s mostly muscle, but I’m a size 2 now. 

What did Joe think about your new physique? 
He likes my body. I just lost my ass. My husband 
says, “You gotta do squats!” 
lm like, “I could get 
implants.” He’s like, “No, I 
won't even touch it.” I’m like, 
“Why? I have fake boobs, and 
you touch them!’ 

You worked in the kitchen for 


12 cents an hour wiping down 
tables. How was the food? 

The cooks did the best that 
they could, but everything 
was expired. I had a lot of 
stomach problems there. 


I couldn’t go to the bathroom. ... I was, like, dying. 

I was like, “My stomach is killing me.” We did have 
salad, but oh my God, it was beans and rice all the 
time. In the summer it got around that someone 
saw maggots in the rice, and that blew around the 
camp quick. I was grossed out and never wanted to 
eat rice again, but at the same time I was starting 
to cut out the carbs, so it kind of worked anyway. 
How did your daughters and Joe handle 
seeing you as an inmate? 

Our first visit was heart-wrenching and we were 
all crying, but then after that they were abso- 
lutely amazing. They always were in good spirits 
and wanted to keep me happy. But my husband 
would still break down every single time. My 
daughters were amazing trying to console him. 
Were you ever concerned Joe wouldn’t be able 
to take care of the girls on his own? 

He was doing an amazing job. I just said to him, 
“You need to talk to them every day, make sure 
you communicate with them.” I tried to turn ev- 
erything negative into a positive, like maybe God 
wants Joe and my daughters to get close togeth- 
er. And Gia really took the reins. Family mem- 
bers would say to me, “You should be so proud 
of your daughters; they always kept the house 
clean and neat.” I mean, of course— I just prayed. 

I prayed every day, like, “Please, watch over my 
daughters.” But you know, at one point you just 
gotta let it go, ’cause you’ll make yourself sick. 
Your husband described drinking heavily while 
caring for the kids. Were you worried about that? 
He was always home. He wasn’t driving. But he

drinks a lot. He’s gonna get into, God willing, the 
right alcohol program. I want him to do a pro- 
gram; let’s just leave it at that. He’s not abusive 
or anything, thank God, but he drinks every day. 
That’s not good. It’s not good for your liver. 

You have said you were an old-school wife, and you 
signed papers not knowing what was in them. Did 
you ever blame Joe for getting you sent to prison? 

I never blamed Joe for any of this. He had no 
intention whatsoever to hurt me in anyway. 
Some people are like, "Oh my God, how could 
you forgive him?” Because I know in my heart 
that he would never do anything to hurt me. 
There were reports that he cheated. 

No woman has ever come up to me and said that 
my husband was having an affair with her. It’s 
sad that if there are any women around him, 
people take pictures of him and sell the photos 
to a magazine. I feel bad for him. We’ve been 
married 16 years; listen, we’re both devoted to 
each other, and I don’t have a collar around his 
neck. If we didn’t want to be around each other, 
we would both go our separate ways. 

What is your biggest fear for him as he gets 
ready to go to prison? 

I’m sure Joe’s going to be fine, but I do worry about 



him. Believe it or not, I’m more worried about him 
than I was for myself. Maybe because he has lon- 
ger than me. And I j ust feel bad for my daughters. I 
wish they didn’t have to go through this again. 
Have you seen a change in Joe or the girls? 

Joe did a really good job with them. We ate dinner 
the first night; [costar Teresa Aprea’s husband] 
Rino sent over lobster fra diavolo from his restau- 
rant, and Audriana took her plate and fork and put 
them in the sink. Before I left, I was doing every- 
thing. Gia said, "I appreciate my mom so much 
more.” My husband said that too. I’m pretty hands- 
on, so I’m not the type of mom or wife that puts a 
lot on him. I just do it. You know, I’m old-school. 
Any negative changes? 

My Milania, she wants a lot of attention. Like, a 
lot. She is just very dramatic and likes to act out. 
Gabriella and Milania, they’re both like, "Are you 
going to be here when I get home from school?” 
They ask me that every day. They’re on me, 
which I don’t mind. I love it. Audriana was kiss- 
ing me— in one day I’d say like over a hundred 
kisses. Constantly. They’re all giving me lots of 
hugs and kisses, which I love. 

What do you want to do now? 

I read a lot of inspirational books, like whatever 
you want, you can put it 
out there. I want to make 
$40 million this year. I hope 
that happens— for real, I 
made a vision board. I want 
to come out with my own 
yoga DVD tape, my own 
yoga line. If you put out 
what you want, sometimes 
you get it. Never say, "I 
can’t do that,” because then 
you’re already bringing 
yourself down. 

What was the biggest 
lesson you learned from 
this experience? 

I met wonderful women 
while I was away. Before 
going in, I used to think 
everyone in prison is so bad, 
but they’re so not. That and 
before you sign something, 
make sure you read it and 
understand it completely. 
Everyone is human and 
everyone makes mistakes. 
No one should judge each 
other. Everyone should just 
be kind to each other and 
lift each other up. •

I t’s a drizzly, dark day in St. Petersburg, Fla., but inside the Koltay family’s 
two-story home, the mood is sunny and upbeat. Lisa Koltay’s son Daryle, 18, 
is enchanted by a cuckoo bird popping out of the living room clock at the top 
of the hour. Wordlessly, he watches it with a wide grin, perfectly composed in 
his favorite black dress pants and black long-sleeve shirt with skulls on the 
sleeves. But beneath Daryle’s delight in the moment lies a more sober reality: 
He reads and writes on a first-grade level, needs help getting dressed and often has 
trouble expressing himself. Daryle was diagnosed shortly after birth with micro- 
cephaly, a rare birth defect that causes small heads and brain abnormalities. Some 
children exhibit only mild symptoms, while others suffer extreme disabilities—

Daryle falls somewhere in between. 
“The main thing we want for Daryle is 
to have purpose in life” says Lisa, 48, 
who is her son’s full-time caretaker. 
“No doctor could ever tell me why he 
got this disease. But now I’m hopeful 
we’ll finally get some answers.” 

A recent spike in the number of 
babies born with microcephaly in 
Brazil— as many as 4,000— has drawn 
new attention to the condition. While 
the cause of microcephaly in babies is 
often unknown, researchers believe 
some cases maybe linked to the Zika 
virus, a disease carried by 
the Aedes aegypti mosqui- 
to, which has been found 
in Latin America and the 
Caribbean. Although she 
didn’t travel to those areas, 

Lisa remembers being bit- 
ten by mosquitoes while 
walking on a beach near 
her Florida home when she 
was three months pregnant 
with Daryle. “I had a weird 
rash on the tops of my feet 
for four days,” says Lisa, who also suf- 
fered fever and joint pain, both symp- 
toms of Zika virus. “It’s tropical here, 
and there are a lot of mosquitoes. I got 
bitten all the time when I was pregnant 
and never thought anything of it.” 
When Daryle was born, she noticed 
right away that her son had an un- 
usually small head. Doctors told her 
they suspected he had microcephaly 
and could become blind, deaf or par- 
alyzed. She and Daryle’s father, Pat 


Koltay, 51 (who owns an auto repair 
shop), took their new baby home and 
wept as they tried to explain to their 
two older children why their new 
brother’s appearance was different. 
“It looked like he didn’t have a head,” 
says Lisa. “The kids remember me 
crying as they asked, 'What’s wrong, 
Mommy?’ I told them, Tour brother 
is going to have a difficult life.’ ” 

The family admits that that has of- 
ten been the case. “People laugh and 
point at my brother if he’s outside,” 
says Barry Wilson, 29, Daryle’s older 
brother and best friend, 
who lives at home. “But 
our bond goes really deep. I 
would die for him. He’s my 
life.” Adds Daryle: “I don’t 
like it when people stare at 
me. It hurts my feelings.” 
Like many of the 25,000 
children affected by mi- 
crocephaly in the U.S. 
each year, Daryle battles 
an array of health chal- 
lenges — the teen has 
juvenile diabetes, dizziness and bal- 
ance problems. But he still graduated 
from his high school’s special educa- 
tion program last year and proudly 
shows off his diploma to visitors. He 
loves rap music and fashion and in- 
sists on selecting his mom’s outfits 
each day. “Raising a child with mi- 
crocephaly is hard,” says Lisa, “but I 
want people to know you can survive 
this disease. I know that Daryle loves 
us deep in his heart.” •

A Settlement has been reached in a class action lawsuit In re: Midland 
Credit Management, Inc. Telephone Consumer Protection Act Litigation, 
United States District Court for the Southern District of California Case 
No. 1 l-MD-2286 MMA (MDD) (the “Lawsuit”). Plaintiffs allege that 
Midland Funding, LLC, Midland Credit Management, Inc. (“MCM”), 
and Encore Capital Group, Inc. (collectively, “Defendants”) violated the 
Telephone Consumer Protection Act (“TCPA”), by calling cell phone 
numbers using an automatic telephone dialing system or an artificial 
or prerecorded voice between November 2, 2006 and August 31, 2014, 
inclusive (the “Class Period”), without prior express consent. The Court 
did not decide in favor of Plaintiffs or Defendants and Defendants deny 
any violation or liability. To settle the case, Defendants will provide a 
Settlement Fund totaling $15,000,000 composed of a $13,000,000 Debt 
Forgiveness Component and a $2,000,000 Cash Component. If you have 
an existing account with Defendants with a balance owed, and you have 
an approved claim, you will receive a credit against any amounts you 
owe in an amount based on a pro rata division of the Debt Forgiveness 
Component, which will depend on the number of those claims 
submitted. If you do not have an existing account with Defendants, and 
you have an approved claim, you will receive a cash payment based upon 
a pro rata division of the Cash Component, which will depend on the 
number of those claims submitted.

You can submit a claim as described below. Or if you do nothing, you 
remain a Class Member, and if the Court approves the settlement, you 
will be legally bound by its terms and will release your claims relating to 
calls placed by, or on behalf of, Defendants. 

If you want to exclude yourself from this settlement, you must send a 
written request specifically stating that you request exclusion from the 
settlement to In re: Midland TCPA Claims Administrator, PO Box 30198, 
College Station, TX 77842-3198 postmarked no later than April 22, 2016. 

If you remain a Class Member, you may object to the settlement by 
writing to Class Counsel and Defense Counsel, and file such objections 
with the Court, all no later than April 22, 2016.

SETTLEMENT HEARING 

The Court will hold a hearing on August 26, 2016 at 9:00 a.m., to 
consider whether to approve the settlement as fair and reasonable, award a 
$2,500 incentive payment to each of the three class representatives, award 
attorneys’ fees and litigation costs in an amount not to exceed $2,400,000.

FELIX KJELLBERG ISN’T INTO GAMING 
FOR THE MONEY-BUT IT SURE IS NICE

F elix Kjellberg was not an 
exemplary student. “I had 
a lot of free time at uni- 
versity,” says the former 
industrial economy and 
management major from Gothen- 
burg, Sweden. "But that was because 
I wasn’t studying like I should have 
been.” Instead, Kjellberg filled his 
days pursuing his true passion— play- 
ing video games. He’d always wanted 
to share videos of his gameplay with 
friends, "but I didn’t have money for 
the equipment,” he says. 

So he sold some artwork 
online, bought himself a 
computer and launched 
a YouTube channel un- 
der his "gamer name,” 

PewDiePie. 

Flash forward not 
quite six years, and Kj ell- 
berg’s channel has more 


than 42 million subscribers, and his 
videos (which often consist of him 
providing comedic commentary 
while playing different games) have 
been viewed a record-breaking 
11 billion times. What’s more, he 
reportedly made $12 million from 
his "passion” last year. "It’s more than 
I possibly could have dreamed about,” 
says Kjellberg, 26, who’s now booked 
for speaking engagements around the 
world and is a respected influencer 
in the gaming industry. He says he’s 
"grateful” for all his suc- 
cess, but "I would be just 
as happy if only 10 people 
were watching my chan- 
nel.” In fact he already 
has plans for retirement: 
"I have a bucket list of 
games I want to play just 
for fun. It’s going to be 
awesome.” •

A dying man doesn’t need 
a gorilla suit. That, at 
least, was Lucy Kala- 
nithi’s reasoning the 
day she came across her 
husband Paul’s favorite comic prop— 
once kept in his car trunk 'Tor emer- 
gencies,” as he put it— and suggested 
tossing it. "It was falling apart— chunks 
were coming off,” she says, laughing. 

Paul, a Stanford neurosur- 
geon in training diagnosed 
with terminal lung cancer 
at age 36, "was really ill and 
frail, and I was like, T need 
to make room, we’re having 
a baby.’ He said, 'Seriously?’ 
i threw it out, and two sec- 
onds later I get the e-mail: 
'Your Amazon Prime order 
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In addition to his clinical training, 
Paul (at Stanford in 2014) 
had a postdoctoral fellowship in 
neuroscience. “He was very calm 
and thoughtful— he sort of lacked 
anxiety,” Lucy says. “Even when 
he was diagnosed, I was like, ‘I keep 
waiting for you to punch a wall— here 
are the walls!’” “I saved some 
clothes she’s wearing in pictures with 
him,” Lucy says of Cady, “just in 
case it’s helpful to her.” “I think 
we saw good people in each other,” 
says Lucy (with Paul in 2009).

just couldn’t not have one!” 

Today, almost a year after Paul’s 
death, memories of that irreverent, 
indomitable spirit keep Lucy going, as 
does their daughter Cady, 19 months, 
and the memoir Paul wrote about com- 
ing to terms with his fate. Entitled When 
Breath Becomes Air, the book has daz- 
zled critics and shot to the top of best- 
seller lists— something of a surprise 
considering its dark subject. But while 
Paul’s gorilla-suit side is mostly missing 
from his memoir’s pages, his thought- 
fulness and joy even in the face of death 
shine through. “I feel like people are 
responding to the book for exactly the 
reasons Paul wrote it,” says Lucy, 37, 
an internist who also wrote the book’s 
epilogue. “It’s about how we struggle to 
find our values and meaning in our lives, 
despite the fact that we’re all mortal.” 
Those questions had always fascinat- 
ed Paul, a doctor’s son who got a master’s 
degree in English from Stanford before 
opting for a more hands-on grappling 
with life and death. He and Lucy met 
at Yale School of Medicine and mar- 
ried in 2006; the 90-hour weeks he put 
in strained their marriage during his 
neurosurgery residency, but they had 
worked through their problems by the 
time Paul’s symptoms began to worry 
him. “He’d lost weight and was having 
this back pain,” Lucy remembers. When 
tests confirmed the worst, “he said, T 
need you.’ I said, Til never leave you.’ ” 
Unsure if he had two years left or 10, 
Paul— who had never smoked— chose 
to perform surgery as long as he could. 
When it was clear the disease was pro- 
gressing, he devoted himself to writing 
a book, a lifelong dream. “He tolerated 
a lot of physical discomfort in order 
to write it,” Lucy says. They decided 
to try for the baby they’d 
always planned; Elizabeth 
Acadia, born in July 2014, 
became Paul’s greatest 
pleasure— “a joy unknown 
to me in all my prior years,” 
he writes in his book’s most 
heartbreaking passage. 

“They were lovely togeth- 
er,” says Lucy, “and really 
connected.” 


Lucy’s own medical training proved 
a mixed blessing: She cared expertly for 
Paul but also understood the signposts 
of his decline. “We’d be snuggling in bed, 
and I would note that he had temporal 
wasting— these divots at your temples. 
It means your body is withering.” 

Paul died on March 9, 2015, nearly 
two years after his diagnosis. Knowing 
he wouldn’t be able to fin- 
ish his memoir, he’d asked 
Lucy to help shepherd it to 
print, a process she’s found 
healing. Of the book’s suc- 
cess, she says, “It’s like I’m 
watching his legacy be cre- 
ated in front of my eyes, you 
know? It’s just amazing.” 
Lucy and Cady still live 
in the Bay Area condo the 


three of them shared. For Lucy the 
grief is slowly lessening. “I have exactly 
the same feelings about Paul that I had 
before he died,” Lucy says. “It’s like you 
still have that relationship with the idea 
of a person, which is a great feeling- 
while also feeling really sad and lonely 
and anxious.” She sees Paul’s humor and 
unflappability in Cady, who has aunts 
and uncles and grandparents to adore 
her in his place. Someday, perhaps, 
there will be a stepfather in the picture: 
Paul was adamant that Lucy remarry. 

“Do I hope I get remarried? Yeah,” 
she says. “Do I want to think about 
it? Not at all. But just as Cady doesn’t 
replace Paul— she’s her own person— 
I wouldn’t expect another partner 
to replace Paul. There’s enough love 
to go around.” •

living in a run-down apartment in Columbus, Ohio. But 
a job as a restaurant dishwasher turned his life around— and 
inspired an empire. Now, as CEO of Cameron Mitchell 
Restaurants, he runs 48 upscale eateries like Hudson 29 
and Ocean Prime in 18 cities, with more than $250 million in 
yearly revenue. "Once I fell in love with the restaurant 
business,” says Mitchell, 52, "you couldn’t outwork me.” 


A Rocky Start 

Mitchell says his behavior began 
to spiral downward at age 9 after 
his parents split. By middle school 
he was drinking alcohol and doing 
drugs; by high school he’d moved 
on to dealing. When his mom told 
him she’d called child services, he 
ran away, moving into a one-bed- 
room apartment with other teens, 
going days without eating. After 
contemplating suicide on his 16th 
birthday, Mitchell says, “I called 
my mom and went back home 
with the clothes on my back. ” 

A New Beginning 

Determined to turn his life 
around, Mitchell went back 
to high school and began 
working nights as a dishwasher 
at a local steak house. “I loved 
the pandemonium,” he says. 
“Clear as a bell, I knew the 
restaurant business was where I 
wanted to be the rest of my life.” 

Drive to Succeed 

Despite his newfound incentive 
to work, poor grades initially kept 
him out of the Culinary Institute 


of America in Hyde Park, N.Y. 

He began working double shifts 
to pay for community college, 
and ultimately graduated from 
the culinary school in 1986; 
he began working as a sous-chef 
soon afterward. 

Taking a Chance 

In 1992 Mitchell wrote down 
what his dream restaurant 
company would look like- 
corporate culture, dining 
experience and customer 
service— and began looking for 
investors. In 1993 he opened his 
first eatery, Cameron’s, in 
Columbus. “When you find your 
passion,” he says, “work doesn’t 
seem like work.” 

Winning Philosophy 

Though president of a multi- 
million-dollar restaurant empire, 
Mitchell says profit isn’t his No. 1 
goal. “It’s to maintain our culture 
and values,” insists the married 
father of three. “Guest service 
runs through the depth of my 
heart. That’s success.”
